SUBJECT : Dulles Papers, Historical - Request by 

Mr. Gordon Stewart 


1. On 5 May 1971 the undersigned received a telephone 
request from the Inspector General's Office to review the Dulles 
Papers for historical information covering the period I December 
1950 through 23 August 1951 during which time Mr. Dulles was 
actively engaged in the formation of the Offices of DDO and DDP. 

2. The Dulles Papers do not contain historical type 
information related to the formative years of the DDO and DDP. 
The Dulles Papers related to this period pertain exclusively to 
Mr, Dulles' appointment as a Special Consultant to the Director 
during the periods 16 November 1950 through 31 December 1950 
and 1 January 1951 through 30 June 1951. The latter appointment 
covered the period of time during which he served on the basis 
of a "without compensation" appointment as the Deputy Director 
for Plans (DDP), at the conclusion of which he was appointed 
Deputy Director, Central Intelligence Agency effective August 23, 
1951.
